The E. coli host produced in this way has a chromosomal mutation in its 
adenylate kinase gene that causes the adenylate kinase produced to be temperature 
sensitive. A luciferase plasmid, preferably a thermostable luciferase plasmid, for 
example as described in European Patent Application No. 92110808.0 (Luciola cruciata 
SEQ ID NO: 2 and L. lateralis SEQ ID NO:3) or W095/25798 (P. ovralis SEQ ID NO: 1 
and L. mingrelica SEQ ID NO:4) . can then be introduced to the host such that the 
luciferase can be produced at a temperature that is permissive to the adenylate kinase. 
The culture can be raised to a higher temperature to denature the adenylate kinase 
which is present.
